A few days ago I submitted a petition to the Council of 
the Faculty of Arts which, interalia, contained the following; 
thet I hed been re-examined and rejected for overseas service 
having A.R. certificate No. 8700 bearing date of Feb. 13/17., 
that being unable to undertake military duties I desired to be 
released from attendance at the University by March lst to enter 
National service in the form of Agriculture. I received a reply 
from the Registrar, Mr. Brebner, stating that there was no like- 
iihood of such 4 request being granted until April lst. 

fo throw some light on the matter, the following facts 
might be mentioned; the heavy hauling, such as manure from the 
railway sidings, must be done before the roads break up; the prun- 
ing of the orchard should be done before the warmer weather comes; 
that, with most unskilled labor receiving from thirty cents an hour 
up, with extra teamsters obtaining from six to seven dollars a day, 
and, being placed in full responsibility, I must be free to assume 
such. Moreover, all greenhouse work must be through with and every-~ 
thing made ready to take advantage of the Spring when it comes. 
Thus upon the successful preparation depends to a great extent the 
success or failure of a crop. 

At the present time from our property we are fulfilling a 


contract to a firm that is building extensively and with full speed 


to undertake amongst other things war orders, This firm, too 


cannot wait until the first of April. 

The writer considers he has. made the best effort possible for 
military work and is also, under the existing conditions of the 
present day, desirous of transferring from the parasitic to the 
productive class when the opportunity presents itself, especially 
Since he has some experience in such line of work, 

Should the University desire me to present my case in & clear- 
er and stronger light, I will do so with the greatest of pleasure,
